ONION TROUBLES. 
Writing on this sabject in the Weekly 
lrish Times, 
Correspondent says :—

: ()* the watery highway of the Thames 


below London traffic ceases not 
In the darkness as well as 


certainty of steering, at length came. to 
mooring alongside the Custom House 
Wharf near London Bridge. Her name 
was the Edinburgh Castle, and, as far as 


“was known along the riverside, she had 


been chartered by a party of gentlemen 
for a pleasure cruise whose destination 
had not yet been fixed. 

Her coming caused no stir, and not till 
the grey twilight showed the waters 
crinkling to the feet cf the dawn wind 
was any movement noticeable. Then from 
the quayside there began to be put on 
board the Edinburgh Castle things not 


‘usually associated with a pleasure cruise. 


Bundles of military uniforms, two heavy 
and nine horses, had to be 
stowed away before’ commodities more 1n 


-keeping with the avowed object of the 
‘voyage completed the cargo. 


The wines 
and spirits were in quantities that 
indicated a lengthy cruise and a numerous 


‘and gay party. 


It was a somewhat odd circumstance 
that the steamer, after leaving the Custom 
called at several other, 
wharves on her way down the river, and 
that at every halt waiting travellers 
joined her. By the time when the, 
Edinburgh Castle reached Gravesend she. 
was fairly crowded. At that stopping- 
place a live eagle was added to the ship’s 
company, having been brought on board 
by one of the passengers, who had gone 
ashore to buy cigarettes and had 
purchased the bird from a street urchin. 
Ramsgate was the last place of call, and 
the ostensible pleasure cruise was there 
so much behind schedule time that. its 
abandonment was suggested. This being 
overruled, the steamer headed for the 
Channel, where, in apparently purpose- 
less fashion it paddled hither and thither 
until nightfall of August 5th, when it put 
into Boulogne. If the testimony of the 
captain is to be accepted, the majority of 
the travellers were by that time tipsy. The 
generous liquor may have inspired the 
peroration of a speech that was made on 
the deck as the vessel drew towards the 
harbour. ‘“‘Support me  bravely,”’’ 
declaimed the speaker, “and in a few 
days we shall be in Paris, and history 
will relate thatit was with a mere handful 
of gallant fellows such as you that I 
shall have accomplished this great and 
glorious enterprise.’’ 7 


AS ESCAPE IN DISGUISE. 


What history does relate is that, about 
three hours after landing, the attempt to 
gain the throne of France—for such it 
was—ended in the entire band of gallant 
fellows being locked up in Boulogne Jail. 
The eagle—it turned out to be a common 
vulture—which, according to one fanciful 
account, came ashore on the shoulder of 
the triumphant leader of the expedition, 
never left the ship until found by a 
gendarme, through whom i, reached 
congenial quarters in the slaughter-house 
of the town. It closed its career as the 
property of a coal merchant of Arras. 

Thus ended the great and _ glorious 
enterprise, as Louis Napoleon described 
his second venture for the French Throne. 
The first, known as the Affair of Stras- 
burg, had taken place on October 30th, 
1836, and, as ignominious a fiasco as that 
of Boulogne, had provoked from the 
historian Kinglake the bitter comment 
that Louis Napoleon seemed to think that 
his wearing clothes like those of Napoleon 
i. made him another Bonaparte. Time 
does not quarrel ~ith the cynic sneer. 

The first futile attempt resulted for 
Louis in contemptuous banishment to 
America, from which country he hurriedly 
returned in 1837 to see his mother, 
Hortense, die. The second venture was 
dealt with more seriously, and he was 
sentenced to perpetual imprisonment. 
After six years’ confinement in the 
Fortress of Ham he escaped to England 
disguised as a workman. In London he 
resided at 10 King street, St. James’s, 
mingling in the gayer social life of the 
metropolis, and on occasion serving as a 
Special Constable. The Revolution of 
1848 gave him another opportunity, and 
this time he was more snuecessful. The 
flight of Louis Philippe, the establishment 
of a Republic, and the election of Louis 
Napoleon as its President followed in 
quick succession. Before the year was out 
he had mounted the first step towards 
his ambition, but nearly four years were 
to elapse before the coup d’état and the 
Dictatorship of December 2nd, 1851, 
brought the coveted prize almost within 
his grasp. For the next twelve months 
plotting and intrigue were busy in Paris, 
and finally, on the 2nd December, 1852, 
the Man of Destiny became Emperor as 
Napoleon III. 


THE EMPRESS EUGENIE. 


The bachelor Sovereign of France, still 
in the early forties, might fairly hope to 
flutter those royal courts of Europe where 
eligible princesses waited suitors of rank, 
and marriage overtures from the latest 
Cesar might naturally be expected to find 
a warm, if dignified, welcome. Yet 
Europe was irresponsive, and it was not 
gratifying to the new-made Emperor to 
see his ambassador returning with 
refusals which, if polite, were definite. 
Small wonder that his wounded pride. 
casting political considerations aside and 
defying convention, sought an alliance 
where affection, wot rank, was the 
compelling ‘orce. On January 30th, 1855. 
at Notre Dame, Louis Napoleon wedded 
Eugénie de Montijo, and the Second 
Empire was launched on its strange and, 
in many respects, tragic career. 

For seventeen years it lasted. At times 
it shone with dazzling splendour, and, if 
the iridescence was that of a bubble, the 
laughing chasers of pleasure, who looked 
not beyond the hour, gave little heed to 
the i ntial nature of the pageant. 
At other times the sky was of the grey 
tinge, and there were days when darker 
clouds the gloom and disaster in. 
which it was all to end. More than once 
war rang its alarm in the palace of 
pleasure, and there was an occasion when, 
on the very threshold of festivity, the 
would-be assassin threw his bomb. Dis-. 
content murmured in city crowds, and 
with imereasing frequency the Secret 
Service had perforce to whisper to 
imperial ears ugly rumours that ran 
as fashi ‘¢ the

ladies of the household, waited to receive 
them. At times the scene shifted to St. 
Cloud, Compiégne or Fontainebleau, but, 
wherever it was set, the same intense 
pursuit of pleasure went on. To some the 
expense of accepting an invitation, that 
was a command, proved a dire embarrass- 
ment. One lady declared that she had to 
sell a mill to enable her to comply with 
the imperial summons. 


A BORED EMPEROR. 


The Emperor, of whom it was said that 
he got up bored, weut through the day 
bored, and went bored to bed, joined in 
the festivities in a perfunctory sort of 
way. Dreamer that he was, he often had 
to goad himself into the ordinary 
observance of the social duties of a host; 
but he was never blind to a pretty face, 
and this amiable weakness was known 
beyond the limits of his Court or his 
country. When Cavour sent the lovely 
Countess Castiglione to Paris he rightly 
judged that she would have little difficulty 
in wheedling the Emperor into discleeing 
information which the wily Italian 
Minister might find it hard to obtain 
through any other channel. Baauty such 
as hers would storm the defences of a 
heart less susceptible than Napoleon’s, 
and, while that beauty lasted, the 
Countess shone as a star in a Court where 
lovely women were the rule. There came 
to her, as it comes to all, a day when, as 
she put it, the street urchins ceasei to 
look back at her, and then she knew it 
was all over. Lest she should herself see 
time’s ravage, she lived in an apartment 
from which daylight was excluded and in 
which there was no mirror. She lasted 
long after the’ Empire bubble had burst, 
and most of its circle must have gone the 
unknown road before her. She kept her 
memories; as the end drew near she 
selected the robe in which she desired to 
be buried. Attached to it was found a 
slip of paper with the word “ Compiégne’”’ 
and a date. 

As I have said, there were times when 
pomp and ceremonial and the light 
laughter of the thoughtless throng failed 
to keep care ond anxiety away from the 
halls. of French royalty. Under the 
glittering surface there lurked the 
menace of discontent, and there is on 
record an interview between Napoleon 
and the chief of the secret police that had 
a somewhat dramatic ending. 


MAXIMILIAN’S DEATH. 


““What does the country say?’’ 
demanded the Emperor, and the 
embarrassed officer hedged and hesitated, 
until the rising temper of his master made 
evasion no longer possible. : 

‘“‘Sure,’’ faltered the Chief, “in the 
days of Louis XVI. the fault was always 
laid at the door of the Austrian woman.’’ 

“ Well, said the Emperor, “and what 
do they say now?” 

“That the trouble under Napoleon III. 
is caused by the Spanish woman.’’ 

He did not know that the Empress was 
listening. Clad in a white dressing-gown, 
with her still lovely hair falling about 
her shoulders, she sprang into the room, 
and, forgetting her dignity, stormed at the 
unhappy officer, who, though only doing 
his duty, suffered for it by being sent to 
the Provinces a few days later. This 
incident came after the tragic affair of 
Maximilian of Mexico. That luckless 
Prince, brother to the Austrian Emperor, 
had agreed to -ccept the Crown of Mexico 
on the understanding that French troops 
would remain to support him until he had 
established an army of his own. For a 
time matters went well, and the Mexican 
insurgents were held in check. But the 
United States—their own Civi: War over 
—showed in no uncertain way their 
objection to the presence of foreign troops 
on American soil, and this, coupled with 
threatened complications in  Furope, 
influenced Napoleon. He instructed 
Bazaine—not yet a Marshal—to withdraw 
his forces. 

It was a grave breach of faith with 
Maximilian, who, left without support, 
was speedily taken prisoner. The story of 
his wife’s dash to France, and her 
agonised, but vain, appeal to the Emperor, 
is still remembered by people alive to-day. 
She lost her reason, and, perhaps, it was 
as well that she was spared the full 
realisation of the tragedy that culminated 
on the parade ground ef Queretaro on the 
19th June, 1869. There, in front of a 
firing squad of marksmen, Maximilian 
met death with dignified courage, and a 
dark stain was added to some others on 
the page of the Second Empire’s history. 


INTERNATIONAL INTRIGUE. 


From the crowd of pleasure-seekers who 
pass across the stage I select a few who, 
while mingling in the frivolous gaiety, 
kept eye and ear open and made mental 
notes of things that interested them. 
Perhaps, the most conspicuous figure, 
running the Emperor himself tight in this 
respect, is the Duc de Morny, grandson of 
the notable Talleyrand and half-brother to 
Napoleon. Gifted with a handsome 
person and a rare charm of manner, there 
was no more dangerous man in all Paris 
where the fair sex was concerned, nor 
Was there one who flung himself more 
whole-heartedly into the city’s pleasures 
and dissipations. Yet he was more than 
a mere voluptuary. It was to him that 
Napoleon owed his throne, and he was the 
one to whom the harassed Emperor could 
turn in times cf stress and danger, foreign 
or domestic, sure of the best advice and 
the most effective help. It has been said 
with truth that, had Morny lived five 
years longer, Bismarck would have had 
to deal with a foe very different from 
those whom he actually met. For an 
intimate study of this capable and 
fascinating man one cannot do better than 
read Daudet’s powerful story ‘The 
Nabob,”’ where, under the thin disguise 
of the Duc de Mora, the novelist gives a 
vivid, if somewhat highly coloured, 
picture of the man whose life and death 
meant so much to France and its rulers. 

Less showy, but not less fraught with 
importance to the fortunes of France, are 
those two who, accompanying their 
monarch on a friendly visit to Paris, 
keep all their senses on the alert and make 
notes to be used by and by, with 
disastrous consequences to their whilom 
host and hostess. Bismarck and Moltke 
are sinister figures in the light of what 
happened in 1870, but who, save them- 
selves, looked ahead in that live-only-for- 
the-hour circle? Gortschakoff, that astute 
servant of the Czar, is there also, smiling 
and watchful, and ever on his guard, as, 
when asked his opinion of the political 
| Sagacity of a prominent lady, he gave the 
cryptic reply, “Madame has very fine 
shoulders.’’

It was 
not undertaken from any desire to see 
Queen Victoria or to gaze on the wild 
loneliness of the Scottish Highlands. 
The real reason was well known in Paris, 
and it was equally well known that the 
Emperor dreaded the scenes for which his 
w ess for pretty faces was responsible. 
There would be the inevitable scoldings 
and the inevitable reconciliations, and 
the smiling host and hostess would again 
welcome the laughing crowd, as if a sore 
heart were unknown in that gay world. 


BEFORE SEDAN AND AFTER. 


Thus went on the chase of pleasure— 
now at the Tuileries, with a curious or 
sneering Paris looking on; now at Saint 
Cloud, where mirth was more boisterous 
and the life less formal. At Compiégne 
they woke echoes in the great castle rebuilt 
by Louis XV., or wandered through that 
forest where countless kings of France 
hunted. Chiefly at Fontainebleau was the 
battle with the dull and drab of life 
made. In that chateau where, from the 
dim past of the tenth century, king after 
king lived and died—where Madame de 
Montespan, aware of the waning affection 
of Louis XIV, wearied of the empty 
splendour, and where the vulgar du Barry 
flaunted through her brief day of glory— 
they laughed and danced. No one gave a 
thought to the morrow or to the rottenness 
of the foundations on which the puppet 
show rested. 

Another battle was all the time being 
fought, not always evident to the eye. 
Physical pain and failing health were 
shaking the Emperor, and making more 
marked than ever the cunctatory habit 
to which he was prone. As his will 
weakened, that of the Empress was 
exercised more frequently, and not always 
for the best. As must ever happen, the 
current quickened as the rapids were 
neared. Morny was dead, and things 
were going badly in the years before 
Sedan. When it came, with what 
chastened, but thankful hearts, must the 
imperial refugees have thought of 
England as— 

A rendezvous, a home to fly to, 

If that the devil and mischance look big.

Ghe Sea-Gull and the Eel. 


I happened to witness one day last 
week, writes a correspondent, a remark- 
able instance of the persistent voracity of 
sea-gulls. On the Liffey, near Guinness s 
wharf, there is a large patch of mud or 
slobland which is laid bare at low tide. 
Just where the mud emerged from the 
water I saw a large herring-gull pulling 
at what appeared to be a piece of rope. 
On closer inspection, however, this object 
proved to be an eel about eighteen inches 
long. The bird was trying hard to 
swallow the eel, while the latter struggled 
violently, and put up a stout resistence. 
Sometimes the eel would partly disappear 
in the gull’s throat, only to wriggle most 
of its way out again. At length the guil, 
having obtajned a good hold, and intend- 
ing to despafgh its victim on solid ground, 
where it could get more leverage and there 
would be less chance of escape, took to 
flight across the river. It was about half- 
way over, when the eel, making a 
desperate effort and aided by its weight, 
wriggled itself free, and plunged into the 
security of its native element. The dis- 
comfited gull hovered for a few moments 
round the spot where its prospective meal 
had disappeared, then uttered a mournful 
cry and made off; doubtless to seek easier 
prey.

Donaghadee. 


Donavhadee, which has come into the 
news through the suggested tunne] from 
Scotland to Northern Ireland, is a 
pleasantly-situated watering-place in Co. 
Down, north of the Ards Peninsula. It 
is about twenty miles from Belfast, not 
many more from Portpatrick, in Wigton- 
shire, Scotland ; has a population of some 
3,000, and its quietness, dry climate and 
old-worldliness make it a favourite 
summer residence for Belfast business 
people. A hundred years ago it was the 
port of arrival for the mail packet from 
Scotland, and £150,000 were spent on 
harbour improvements for this service. 
But the bad approach to Portpatrick 
Harbour led to the abandonment of this 
route in favour of the now regular Larne 
and Stranraer service. Donaghadee has 
a long, sandy beach, excellent for bathing, 
and outside the harbour cod, bass and 
pollack are plentiful. A few miles off the 
coast lie the Copeland Islands which, with 
the Ards, were granted by the great John 
de Courcy to the chief of his barons, 
William Savage, founder of the house of 
the famous Savages of the Ards. Between 
the Copelands and the town one of the 
earliest motor boat services in Ireland was 
established, and Mew Island is a great 
nesting-place for sea-birds. Outside the 
town is an ancient rath, partly of natural 
origin, rising to a height of 140 feet. 
From its summit can be seen Belfast 
Lough, the Isle of Man, and, in clear 
weather. the coast of Scotland; but the 
waters between are choppy and cold, and 
last year were too much for Miss Gleitze,

Donaghadee and The Ards. 


Donaghadee and the Ards have 
interesting literary associations. It was 
at the town itself that the poet Keats 
landed when he came to Ireland, and from 
it he set out to walk to Belfast, but 
wearied on the road and turned back. 
More recently Thomas Hardy sang about 
it in ‘‘ Human Shows: Far Fantasies ’’— 

“I've never gone to Donaghadee, 

That vague far townlet by the sea; 

In Donaghadee I shall never be : 
Then why do I sing of Donaghadee, 
That I know not in a faint degree’? .. . 
—Well, once a woman wrote to me 
With a tender pen from Donaghadee.”’ 

The most southern point of the Ards 
Peninsula is Ballyquintin, from which 
hails that delightful satirist, Miss 
Margaret King-Hall, who wrote “ The 
Diary of a Young Lady of Fashion, by 
Miss Cleone Knox,’’ which some reviewers 
took for a genuine eighteenth century 
production. It was somewhere in the 
Upper Ards that the sprightly ‘‘ Cleone ”' 
began the mythical journal which is as 
diverting as ‘‘Gentlemen Prefer Blondes.’’ 
To the west of Donaghadee is Bangor 
with its memory of the saintly Comgall 
and the Antiphonium Bangoriense, and, 
on Belfast Lough, Helen’s Tower, which 
inspired poems by Browning, Tennyson 
and Kipling. Poetry lovers, too, will 
remember Lady Dufferin, and when near 
Mount Stewart will think of the Lord 
Castlereagh whom Byron and Shelley so 
strongly disliked. Within a short 
distance, too, is the place known as the 
Six Roads Ends, celebrated in Mr. W. J. 
Lytle’s novel on Betsy Gray, the young 
Co. Down lady who dressed in inen’s 
clothes and fought in the insurgent ranks 
in. 1798.

Al Life-saving Suggestion. 


The recent unfortunate accident, when 
a boy was drowned in the Liffey near 
Kingsbridge, reminds me, writes a friend, 
of a suggestion which I once heard Arthur 
Griffith make, by which he thought such 
accidents could be prevented. The method 
was similar to one which is in use on 
some of the Continental canals. Mr. 
Griffith proposed that a rope should 
be stretched across the river from one side 
to the other at each of the bridges. The 
rope would not be tant, but could he 
lowered in a moment to the level of the 
water. When a person fell into the river, 
two people, one on each bank, would run 
with the rope, dragging it along the sur- 
face of the water until the immersed in- 
dividual could catch hold of it and hang 
on until help arrived. I am aware, of 
course, that lifebelts are provided, but 
the chance of a drowning man reaching a 
lifebelt,. even if accurately thrown, is 
somewhat remote. The distances between 
the bridges on the Liffey are not so great 
that Arthur Griffith's simple proposal 
would not be quicker and more ofte ive. |

John Philpot Curran. 


To-day is the anniversary of the birth 
of John Philpot Curran, ‘‘the wildest, 
wittiest, dreamiest student of old 
Trinity.” Born in Newmarket, Co, Vork, 
in 1750, he was dogged by poverty from 
his earliest years, and all through his 
College days in Dublin. His earliest 
ype were in his own defence, when 

. excused himself in the eyes of his 
fellow-staudents for wearing a dirty shirt 
by his forceful plea that he had but one. 
His first brief proved a turning-point, 
however, and his eloquence, sincerity and 
ready wit soon established his fame. His 
notable defences of Archibald Rowan, and, 
again, after 1798, of“ almost all the 
prisoners, are well remembered. His 
daughter was Sarah Curran, whose tragic 
love for Robert Emmet added to his grief. 
He resigned the Mastership of the Rolls 
in 1813, and died in 1817.

A Use for Flour Sacks. 


Those who know the countryside will 
know that in many districts the farming 
folk set great store on securing the sacks 
in which flour is sold. They turn them 
into sheets. 

A lady travelling in County Galway 
tells me that on visiting the National 
School at Furbough she found that 
instruction was given to the pupils in the 
needlework class on a better use that 
could be made of this cheaply obtained 
fabric. Some children displayed little 
frocks and other garments of the 
material, trimmed with foulard or some 
other silky material. Others made tea- 
cloths and tray-cloths by drawimg the 
threads or adding art needlework. The 
cloth is of a strong thread and has a wide 
linen weate. It bleaches after washing, 
and improves until it reaches a high 
standard cf presentability.

The death of Professor ABredo Trom- 
betti from drowning on the Lido is a 
severe blow to archeology. For thirty 
years he had been engaged in studying the 
mystery of Etruria; he was anxious to put 
before the world nothing but his maturest 
views in their completeness, and now, un- 
less in the unlikely event of his notes 
being forthcoming in a decipherable con- 
dition, his secret perishes with him and 
the Etruscan tongue remains a riddle. 
Recent work on ancient sites with the 
spade has caused considerable changes in 
our views of the early history of Rome. 
Mommsen, whose views have been 
dominant, knew comparatively little of 
Etruria and belittled her influence on 
Roman institutions with something like 
obstinacy. His reading of the early history 
must now give place to that so con- 
vineingly outlined by M. Leon Homo in 
his work on Primitive Italy, in which it 
appears that Rome’s first greatness was as 
an Etruscan city, and her second the result 
of a recapturing of that greatness with a 
Mussolini-like determination. Her govern- 
ment, administration, architecture, religion 
all push roots into the Tuscan soil. The 
loss of Professor Trombetti’s work is an 
even greater disappointment than that 
caused when the alleged discovery of Livy’s 
lost volumes failed to materialise.

TENANTS’ DESIRE TO 
PURCHASE. 

The important question of the purchase of 
their cottages and plots by hundreds of 
labourers in Slievardagh was raised at a 
meeting of the South Tipperary Board of 
Health, when a deputation representing the 
labourers appeared to protest against a sug- 
gested increase of rent. . 

[he deputation declared that they were 
prepared to pay the rent and rates in the 
ordinary way, but would not agree to any 
increase in rent, as they. said that the 
labourers could not afford it. 

Mr. Walsh, spokesman of the deputation, 
said that the labourers had helped to win 
freedom for Ireland, and were entitled now 
to a security under which they could purchase 
their holdings like the farmers. 

The Secretary said that such schemes were 
talked about, but none was sanctioned by 
the Government. 

Mr. Walsh said that such a scheme was 
arranged in Louth, and the tenants were 
offered their cottages at £180 each. 

The Chairman said that the Board would 
forward cottage purchase, but the difticulty 
Was to arrange a scheme that would get the 
sanetion of the Government. 

The Secretary said that the building loans 
were considerable, and were borrowed on the 
security of the rates. and were not yet cleared 
of. The repayment of the loans under a 
purchase scheme was the difficulty.

‘BUS ACCIDENT. 


CRASH INTO ELECTRIC 
STANDARD. 


{fhe conductor, two women and nine 
vhildren, were injured, one of them seriously, 
when one of the “Palace ” fleet of ‘buses, 
vonveying a party to Boherabreena, County 

ublin for a fortnight’s holiday, crashed into 
au electric standard after swerving to avoid 
a motor vafl near the Hospice for the Dying, 
Harold's Cross, Dublin, at about midday 
yesterday. The ‘bus was wrecked. 

In the 'bus were about thirty children, 
aged between eight and fifteen years. They 
were accompanied by three or four women. 
As stated, eleven of the party were injured ; 
those who escaped hurt continued in another 
‘bus on the outing to Bohernabreena, which 
was organised in connection with the Fresh 
Air Fund. - 

In nearly every case the injuries were due 
to splintered glass, and were not of a serious 
nature. Eleven of the twelve persons hurt, 
including the conductor of the 'bus, were able 
to go home after being treated in hospital. 
The twelfth, a boy of ten years named 
Patrick O'Leary, of 25 Grenville street, 
Dublin, sustained a deep wound in the head 
aid a cut under the eye, and has been 
detained in the Meath Hospital.

TRAMCAR. 

DUBLIN MANAGER'S REPLY 
TO CRITICS. 


“A BENEFIT RATHER 
THAN A MENACE,” 


- 


Mr, Marshall Harriss, the general mana- 
ger of the Dublin United Tramways 
Company, in a statement to an 
irish Times representative yesterday, 
made a considered reply to recent 
attacks on the Dublin trams. 


Mr. Harriss, by facts and figures, sets out 
that the trams are a benefit rather 
than a menace, and that to abolish 
them would tend to increase, and not 
decrease, the traffic problem. 


His statement ig supported by a chart, 
which shows the road space required 
by a tramcar carrying 76 passengers, 
and that required by a similar num- 
her of pedestrians, by cyclists, and 
by motor vehicles carrying the same 
number of persons. 


‘The attention you have given to the 
traffic problem,” said Mr. Harriss, ‘ is well 
worthy of the space you have given it, and 
is well justified by the seriousness of the posi- 
tion. In any question of traffic in the Dublin 
area trams must take an important place, 
and much has been said in respect to them; 
but, as far as I have noticed, the only refer- 
ence you make to any studied investigation 
is in your issue of the ;8th inst., when you 
refer to the report of the Inter-Departmental 
Committee on Control and Regulation of 
Traffic. The repert was issued some nine 
months ago. The investigation in that case, 
however, was confined to all classes of road 
vehicles other tha. trams. 

‘Strange to say, so far you have not 
referred to the report of the Greater Dublin 
Commission of Inquiry, issued on July 7th, 
1926. It grappled with the whole question 
in an exhaustive manner, and it is really the 
only studied and comprehensive investigation 
we have so far had in this country. Regard- 
ing the tramways, this report is certainly 
interesting in so far that its finding was: 


“ * The tramear provides the maximum of 
passenger accommodation with the mini- 
mum of oceupation of the roadway and 
the least risk of traffic accident.’ 

‘There have been several reports of the 
Trafic Commission in London. They have 
definitely recommeded an extension of tram- 
ways to link up those tramway systems 
isolated from each other, and so relieve con- 
gestion by providing transport facilities 
where they are most urgently required. If 
you examine the conditions prevailing in the 
most ap-to-date and best laid out and most 
densely populated cities of the world, and 
the home of the automobile, you find the 
tramway 1s the street vehicle that does the 
work. tt is recognised as the only vehicle 
capable of handling the traffic with the mini- 
mum of congestion. 

“You give a very interestin 
your issue of the 18th inst. ithin sight 
there are four tramcars, which represent 
comfortable and safe seating accommodation 
for 280 people. There must be a demand for 
this accommodation or it would not be made 
available. If the trams are not to provide 
this accommodation, then nine ‘buses will be 
required. These could not possibly be got 
into the space, or be packed so well as you 
illustrated, and there would certainly be no 
room left for the motor car in the offing or 
for passengers to cross the road, much less 
for that young lady to ride her bicycle in 
such comfort and safety as you show. The 
picture does not suggest congested traffic, but 
it does illustrate the efficient handling of 
traffic where it is most dense. 

‘* You quote the opinions of those in 
authority most interested in the ‘bus busi- 
ness; there is certainly a change in the 
satisfied assurance of the success of that 
venture which was so prevalent a little while 
ago. ‘here 1s something now in connection 
with the trams that is apparently getting on 
their nerves. 


SPEED OF TRAMS AND ‘BUSES. 


“ Major Waller, who is always interesting 
and who has given some thought to the 
traffic problem, shows decided signs of this. 
He wants the police called in to set traps 
to limit the speed of the tramcars; but 
what about the speed of the ‘buses?’ He 
objects to the tram stopping to pick up pas- 
sengers anywhere except at the proper 
stopping place, but he overlooks the fact that 
most of the racing by ‘buses is done to get 
to these tram stopping places, and they 
usually do so, and the trams have to wait. 
How else can they wait if they do not stop? 

‘“Major Waller also draws attention to the 
inability of the tramcar to swerve to avoid 
an accident, and states there is no alterna- 
tive but to charge headlong to disaster. That 
is not the language of a responsible person, 
— less an expert. You cannot disregard 
ats. 

“In May of this year it was stated in the 
Dail, on behalf of the Minister for Justice, 
that the number of accidents due to ‘buses 
in the last year was 333, of which 17 were 
fatal, 

'"On the same basis,” said Mr, Harriss, 
‘‘the accidents reported for which the 
Dublin trams wer? responsible was 55, of 
which four were fatal. 

‘The passengers carried by the "bus ser- 

vices of the Free State for the year num- 
bered 37,000,766. The passengers carried by 
the Dublin trams for the same period totalled 
87,911,914. From these figures you will find 
that the immunity from accidents is fifteen to 
one in favour of the trams. 
. “The general manager of the Blue Line 
"Bus Service, who is also associated with 
other important *bus ventures, is alarmed at 
the traffic accident figures. His remedy is 
to remove the trams and leave the road clear, 
But what about the 88 million people 
that the trams carry’? If thev are to be 
carried by the "buses, more than two "buses 
for every tram will be necessary. 

‘His is a novel suggestion for relieving 
the traffic congestion on the roads!

REGULATIONS NEEDED. 

“ Unfortunately suggestions such as those 
referred to catch on and are accepted with- 
out thought. There is no doubt, however, 
that the existing state of affairs cannot go 
on much longer. No industry will more wel- 
come the framing of traffic regulations upon 
sound lines than the tramway undertakings. 
The importance of the subject is at Jast 
heing recognised, as indicated by the space 
that the /rish Times has devoted to it, and 
the’ problem, and the need for its solution, 
beyond doubt justify your efforts. 

‘There is yet another point which has 
not been touched upon, and which is worthy 
of consideration. To drive the trams we 
import coal from England to the value of 
£27,000 yearly, There is the prospect that 
this coal may not be needed if the Shannon 
power is to be utilised. If you are going to 
transport people in the city solely by "bus, 
there will be no such possibility. The Tram- 
way Company run both ‘buses and trams 
and their experience is that the cost of fuel 
to carry one passenger on a ‘bus is five times

Addressing the Grand Ju 
of the Belfast City Commission yesterday Sir 
William Moore, Lord Justice al 
Northern Ireland, paid a tribute to the fore- 
Sir. William. Turner. D.L.. 
whime servicés were always given to the 
service of the public. 

He had, he continued, little to say as to 
the state of the city; the crime in connection 
with which they were concerned. The Com- 
missioner of Police had informed him that 
everything was in a normal state. The only 
cloud was one shared by their fellow-citizens 
in other parts of the United Kingdom—the 
cause of unemployment. 

There was rather a large calendar to be 
dealth with, but there were no cases of very 
much importance. The charges involved 76 
prisoners and 81 bills. For the correspondin 
period of 1928 there were 158 cases report 
to the police. On this occasion there were 
161, a negligible increase of 3. which might 
happen anywhere. 

There was one imcrease, which might he 
Last year there were 
no casés of assault on women. This year 
there were no less than seven. Drunken 
husbands, if the Crown cases were true, in 
aome instances savagely assaulted and beat 
their wives or other women. If that was 
not to develop into an epidemic they would 
have to deal with it at once. 

Apart from thera there were two cases in 
which the injured persons lost their lives. 
One was a class of case which, despite every 
care, was becoming too common. They saw 
it every day in the papers. He referred to 
what was called motor accidents.

GOVERNMENT'S 
PROMISES. 

The Rev. William Corkey, M.A., speak- 
ing at the Board of Education of the Presby- 
terian Church yesterday, in the Church 
House, Belfast, said that he regretted to see 
a tendency in certain quarters calculated to 
make it difficult for Lord Craigavon and the 
Government to carry out the assurances given 
to the Protestant Churches and the Loyal 
Orange Order for the amendment of the Edu- 
cation Act. He had every confidence that 
the Prime Minister and his colleagues would 
carry out in the spirit and to the letter the 
promises of amendment made both privately 
and in public on the eve of the election.

INFORMATIONS REFUSED AT 
KILKENNY. 

, At Kilkenny ‘District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. T. J. O'Sullivan, Acting-District 
Justice, John Magennis, Upper Walkin street, 
Kilkenny, was charged with the manslaughter 
of Damel Daly, aged twenty-four, a native 
of Cork, who died m the County Infirmary, 
on July 18, as a result of injuries received 
in an Association football match at Larchfield 
Pars, Kilkenny, on Tuesday, July 16, when 
he and Magennis came into collision.

“SUN-RAY” TREATMENT 
DANGERS, 
eS 


The dangers of “ sun-ray ” centres operated 
by unqualified laymen were pointed ont by 
win Arthur Henry Burgess, Professor 
of Clinical Surgery at the University of Man- 
chester, in his presidential address at the 
annual meeting of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation at Manchester yesterday - | 

Discussing questions of ultra-violet radia- 
tion, Professor Burgess said: “The un- 
qualified, unregistered chemist, dentist and 
midwife are forbidden by law, and it seems 
only logical that the unqualified electro- 
therapist, who handles therapeutic measures 
equally potential of danger, should be placed 
under Fe legal control. Treatment by 
utre-violet radiation (actinuvtherapy) is now 
being extended to rickets and other general 
diseases, to most forms of skin diseases, and 
te many other disorders. It has, in fact, 
assumed the dimensiotis of a ‘boom’ treat- 
ment, and ‘sun-ray’ centres are being estab- 
lished all over the country, not only as 


only, but also at the municipal bathing estab- 
liskments of many of our cities and towns, 
while there are sunbaths in many factories 
and at ‘pitheads’ in several of our coal- 
mining districts. 

“The ultra-violet rays are, however, far 
from being innocuous, and their correct 
dosage is a matter of great importance and 
of careiul individualisation, since what is a 
safe dose for one may be dangerous to 
another. Over-exposure to their influence 
produces sleeplessness, restlessness, loss of 
weight, lassitude, and even sickness, while 
severe burns and sérious forms of dermatitis 
mav result in sensitive persons. Moreover, 
some ailments are adversely influenced by 
ultra-violet ray treatment—notably chronic 
nephritis, arterio-sclerosis, and quiescent 
tuberculosis, the !ast of which may easily be 
stirred into renewed activity. 

“It is, therefore, in the public interest that 
the prescription of ultra-violet rays be 
restricted to the medical profession, and that 
their application be undertaken only by those 
who have received a proper course of training 
for this special work.” 

RADIUM SCARCITY. - 

Dealing with the subject of radium, Pro- 
fessor Burgess said that its still very high 
cost and restricted supply were matters re- 
quiring urgent attention. ‘‘ Every means,” 
he continued, “must be taken not only to 
increase its production, but also to ensure 
that the most etficient and most economical 
use is made of such supply gs is already 
available, having same to the absolute 
necessity, in this connection, of maintaining 
an intimate association between treatment and 
research. The technique of radium therapy Is 
highly speciahsed, and such work should be 
centralised, and restricted to the expert staffs 
of special institutions established m a few 
of the largest cities of a country. Until the 
supply of radium becomes less inadequate to 
cope with the increasing demand it may be 
advisable to arrange for a ‘night’ as well 
as a ‘day’ staff of workers at these in- 
stitutions in order to minimise the number of 
hours (‘ radium hours ’) during which any of 
the radium is unemployed in treatment.” 

THE GURE OF RICKRTS. 

Professor Burgess also foreshadowed the 
possible disappearance of the disease of 
rickets within the next decade as a result of 
the discoveries which have been made om the 
influence of vitamins, and especially vitamim 
D, on nutrition. “Irradiated ergosterol,”’ he 
continued, “is now produced on a commercial 
scale by many of the large drug firms, and by 
its substitution for cod-liver oil the preventive 
and curative action of the latter upon rickets 
can be obtained without the disadvantage of 
its taste, or of its tendency to upset digestion. 
This direct production of vitamin D is cer- 
tainly the most important advance yet made 
in the chemistry of the vitamins, and has not 
only paved the way to a rational therapy of 
rickets, but, better still, has pointed out 
methods of prevention that should lead to its 
disappearance. 

“Not only has this new treatment of 
rickets—the administration of concentrated 
vitamin D—an apparent advantage in point 
of time, but its great convenience, its exact 
ness of dosage, and its economy are all in its 
favour. Before its adoption on an extensive 
scale, however, much requires to be known 
as to the stability of the new preparations, 
their keeping properties under various condi- 
tions, the exact dosage required for the cure 
of human rickets, and the possible dangers 
of excessive dcsage. 

OPTHALMIC TREATMENT, 

At the opening of the session, approval 
was cordially given to a scheme for eye 
examination and treatment by opthalmic 
medical practitioners in private consultation 
at a fee within the means of everybody. The 
scheme involves the collaboration of dispens. 
ing opticians. The total cost of consultation 
and glasses to insured persons and their de- 
pendents is given as eighteen shillings. 

Mr. Bishop Harman, Chairman of the 
Ophthalmic Committee, described the scheme 
as a valiant attempt to supply one of the 
greatest needs of civilisation. No pair of 
eyes agreed, and what was behind them 
could not be discovered except by those ex- 
pert in examination. Any half a dozen 
patients might include one in whom blindness 
might result from inability to detect the 
danger. The danger was often hidden under 
a placid surface. 

It was stated that, pending regulations, the 
scheme was already working in about 150 
centres, including London, Birmingham, 
Manchester, Liverpool, Newcastle, Leicester 
and Plymouth. 


VACCINATION DEATHS. 

An important discussion on the supply of 
vaccine lymph occurred on an amendment 
moved by Dr. R. G. Gordon (Bath) to the 
Public Health Committee’s report. The 
amendment viewed with concern the spread 
of smallpox and the difficulty of ensuring 
adequate vaccination of the public. It de- 
clared:—‘‘ One of the reasons for its 
inadequacy of protection is the un- 
certainty of certain preparation of 
vaccine lymphs:’’ Sometimes these failed, 
it was stated, to produce re-action, 
and at others the re-action was toc 
severe, so that the health of the patient 
became seriously affected. Experience 
showed that these objections did not apply to 
Government lymph, but this was not avail- 
able for other than public vaccinators and, 
in case of immediate contacts, for medical 
officers of health. The amendment asked 
that representations be made to the compe 
tent authorities ‘‘that vaccination cannot be 
properly promoted unless they (the authori: 
ties) are prepared to provide Government 
lymph,. or other reliable standard lymph, te 
private practitioners, or to give the Govern 
ment guarantee of the efficiency of supplies 
of lymph prepared by private firms.”’ 

Dr. Gordon said that only that day they 
had read of the seventh death from post- 
vaccinal encephalitis. He added that lymph 
obtained from various firms was by no means 
certain cr équal in results. Sometimes it was 
too drastic and the patient became seriously 
ill. With Government lymph, on the other 
hand, the results were more constant, and 
neither too shght nor too violent. The excuse 
that the cost of the Government supply was 
too great was not good enough. Although 
coming from Bath, one of the most con- 
servative places, he was instructed to suggest 
something like a form of nationalisation in 
this matter. 

Dr. Middleton Martin said:—‘‘ We want 
lymph absolutely above suspicion.”’ 

Dr. Brackenbury, opposing the amendment, 
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said that in proportion, as they associated 
themselves with Government service, they 
must expect to have certain regulations and 
conditions to conform. to. There was a con- 
siderable number of members of the 
Association whose livelihood depended upon 
the manufacture of lymph, and, in their 
interest, they ought to hesitate before making 
a demand that only one brand of lymph 
should be allowed to.be used in this country. 
He reminded them of the Therapeutic -Sub- 
stances Committee, and said that that was 


the Government’s way of doing what was | 


asked to be done. 

Dr. C. E. Fleming (Bradford-on-Avon) said 
that there had been a number of cases in his 
neighbourhood where there had ‘been 
disastrous results from using foreign vaccine 
lymph. Patients were made seriously ill, 
in some cases desperately ill. They now 
knew what the result was on the public mind. 
He doubted whether it would be possible to 
get many people who had been willing to 
submit to vaccination to submit themselves 
to the process again. Many were now active 
opponents of the process of vaccination 
altogether. 

EFFICIENT INSPECTION. 

Dr. Lewis Lloyd (Towyn) said that he 
wished to give a. flat contradiction to the 
suggestion that there was no ifispection of 
vaccination in England. There was a very 
efficient inspection. He mentioned that he 
himself was a public vaccinator. “If any of 
you,” he said, “‘ had been using lymph other 
than Government lymph, or if you had been 
using lymph from abroad or lymph inefficient 
or too potent, you should have written to the 
Ministry of Health, when the inspector 
charged’ with the special duty would have 
made investigations. [| think the remissness 
is on our part as doctors if we do not secure 
the machinery of the Therapeutic Substances 
Act being put into force.’’ 

Dr. Gordon said that he was prepared to 
leave the consideration of the matter to the 
Council, and the Committee's report was 
passed, with the addition of an instruction to 
the Council to consider the proposal in Dr. 
Gordon’s amendment, and also those in an 
amendment by the Newcastle-on-Tyne branch 
that enough lymph should be available for all 
practitioners, and that every general practi- 
tioner should be able to vaccinate his own 
patients in the same way as the public 
vaccinator. 

PRIVILEGE IN THE COURTS. 

Lord Birkenhead’s article, ‘‘Should a 
Doctor Tell?” was quoted in a discussion 
opened by Dr. Temple Grey, of Marylebone. 
Dr. Grey moved that the Council be re- 
quested to consider whether the following 
definition of policy was desirable :—‘‘ That 
communications between doctor and patient, 
unless they concern fraud or crime, or other- 
wise the public interest, ought to be privi- 
leged from disclosure in courts of law.” He 
said that the question of privilege and the 
epinion of the profession upon it had created 
a good deal of interest among the public 
generally. It was no use their complaining 
that the legal position of the profession was 
unsatisfactory in any respect unless they 
took steps to make it precise and clear. 
Lord Birkenhead, in the article, “ Should a 
Doctor Tell?” had invited the profession to 
clarify its position. Lord Birkenhead had 
said that discussion among representatives 
of the profession was so loose and discordant 
as to be completely unintelligible. 

There certainly was a good deal of vague- 
ness, and it was necessary for the Association 
to remove it. The extreme view of pro- 
fessional privilege was not a medical view at 
all, but a social view. It was not one in 
the interests of medical me. The extreme 
view held in France was that the professional 
secrets of doctors, chemists and midwives 
must on no account be revealed, even if they 
were to the patient's advantage and might 
clear his reputation. The motion, he sub- 
mitted, represented a moderate view of medi- 
cal privilege. Protection. was not asked for 
against the disclosure of any matter involving 
fraud or crime. It would for the Council 
to find some appropriate formula to serve as 
a guide in the cases envisaged. Lord 
Birkenhead had asked: who was to be the 
judge in such matters, the medical man or 


the judge? The reply was, of course, that 
in a court of law it must be the judge who 
would decide. 

Dr. H. C. Bristowe said that privilege was 
not intended for the benefit of the medical 
profession, but for the patient. As soon as 
members of the public realised that it was 
their secrets which were involved, so soon 
would medical privilege, in his view, be 
extended. 

The motion was carried. 

DOCTORS AND PUBLIC WORK. 

A report on public health and poor law 
contained the statement that the operations 
of the Local Government Act, by bringing 
many more practitioners into contractual re- 
lations with local authorities, would debar a 
much jarger number from becoming or re- 
maining members of those authorities. 

Dr. Brackenbury, Chairman of the Council, 
said that more and more the medical profes- 
sion were being legally deprived of their 
opportunities of taking part in public work. 
That was a Miss, thing, both for the 
medical profession and from the public point 
of view.. 

VALUE OF ADVERTISING. 

Prior to his induction as President, Pro- 
fessor A. H. Burgess paid a tribute to British 
progress in the manufacture of medical and 
surgical apphances. He was opening the 
exhibition of drugs, surgical instruments, 
foods and appliances, connected with the 
Association’s congress. ‘* Manufacturing 
firms,” he said, “ have this advantage over 
the medical profession—they are allowed to 
advertise. It has been said that to try to do 
business without advertising is like winking 
at a young lady in the dark, and, though 
I do not think you can expect the President- 
elect of the British Medical Association pub- 
licly to admit that he has been guilty of anv 
such practice, either in the dark or any other 
place, we must admit that advertising is a 
very good thing.” 


BABY IN THAMES LOCK. 
RUNAWAY PUSH CART 
ACCIDENT. 2 
Mrs. Winnifred Ellen Morris, wife of a 
Congregational Minister, at. an inquest at 
Eton Wick, Bucks, yesterday, described how 
a push-cart. to which her seventeen-months- 
old son was tied, plunged into a Thames lock 
on Sunday, with the result that the child 
was drowned. She was sitting on the side 
of the towpath, she said, with one hand on 
the wheel of the push-cart, when a dog 
approached her httle daughter, and, being 
nervous of dogs, she took her hand from the 
wheel and turned to the girl. The next 
moment she saw the push-cart run down the 
slope into the lock. It sank at once. She 
entered the water immediately and a man 
who had plunged in after her helped her out. 
Another man dived in, but failed to raise the 
cart. It ‘was stated that the cart was raised 
in a few minutes by means of drags. Artificial 
respiration was tried for an hour without 
success.

dropped negotiations with the owner, and 
that the farm was being otherwise disposed of. 

Mr. James O'Reilly, Chairman of the 
Cavan County Council, presided, and, on the 
suggestion of Mr. J. F. O'Hanlon, T.D., 
it was decided to send a deputation to inter- 
view the Minister for Agriculture.

Anglo-lrish Literature, 


American comment on Irish affairs is 
apt to be too didactic for Irish taste, but 
that charge cannot be laid against Mr. 
David Morton’s letter, which we print 
to-day. We welcome it as the expréssion 
of a cultured mind and as a sincere tribute 
to the genius of our race. Mr. Morton is 
anxious that certain of our prophets shail 
not be without honour in their own 
country. For him the Irish renaissance 
of literature is “the richest and most 
significant literary movement abroad in 
the world ” in his time. He puts its birth 
in the year 1880, una.r the joint inspira- 
tion of Sir Samuel Ferguson and Standish 
O'Grady; ‘ Anglo-Irish 


Mé an 


literature,” he 
says, important national 
phenomenon cannot be said to exist before 
that date.” Next year will be the move- 
ment’s jubilee, and Mr. Morton urges that 
it shall be recognised in.some public and 
worthy fashion. He employs a forceful 
argument. If Ireland waits for the 
centenary of this renaissance, she wil] have 
lost the last warm and living touch with 
the men who made it; but next year’s 
jubilee could be graced with the presence 
of surviving pioneers. Mr. Morton’s 
suggestion will appeal, as we hope, to 
Ireland’s imagination and to her sense of 
gratitude. He does not exaggerate her 
debt to the influences which, fifty years 
ago, gave a new impulse to Irish letters. 
The literary. merit—judged by. any 
standard—of a considerable part of the 
movement’s output is brilliant, and there 
are some things which the world will not 
allow to die. Moreover, as Mr. Morton 
says, this renaissance has quickened Ire- 
land’s spirit with an awareness of her 
past in history and legend and poetry. 
Thus, in incalculable, but potent, 
it has reacted upon all aspects of the 
national life; some study of it, indeed, i 
needed for a knowledge of the Free State’s 
origins. The tribute which Mr. Morton 
proposes would have a peculiar timeliness 
at’ a period when more assertive move- 
ments seem to’ be forgetting their obliga- 
tions to the Anglo-Irish renaissance—as, 
for instance, in the matter of the Irish 
language. We have only one quarrel with 
Mr. Morton.. His letter assumes that the 
Ferguson-O’Grady renaissance marked the 
beginnings of Anglo-Irish literature—that 
before 1880 there was ‘‘no body of Anglo- 
Irish poetry or drama of distinction.’’ This 
is a negligible error if, it implies only, a 
careless use of words. It would be a 
radical and ridiculous error if it really 
asserted that no masterpiece of English 
letters, written by an Irishman, could 
claim Irish inspiration ‘unless it had an 
Irish theme. Such a contention would 
rob Ireland of names that will be immortal 
when ninety per cent, of the written work 
of the renaissance has been forgotten. The 
gifts of Berkeley and Burke, Swift and 
Goldsmith, Congreve and Sheridan to 
Anglo-Irish literature are not the less 
Irish because they cannot be catalogued as 
the Kiltartan dialect can be catalogued. 
Swift’s dreadful ire, Berkeley’s flights in 
the ether of human thought, Goldsmith’s 
tenderness, Sheridan’s wit are as dis- 
tinctively Irish as is the delicate fancy 
which won the Nobel Prize for Dr. Yeats. 
We are sure that Mr. Morton does not 
wish to annihilate the new Ireland’s 
richest legacy from the old—does not ask 
us, while we praise the later heroes, 
to forget that virere fortes 
Agamemnona.,

bridge. Twelve years ago the settlement 
consisted of two shelters ; to-day it houses 
a ¢ommunity'of over seven hundred con- 
sumptive patients and their attendants. 
‘The aim sought is to render the patients 
cooenpanting and to enable them to 
taal hgh as may be, the amenities of 

al life. 
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ways, 
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keeping house and rearing-¢hildren. When 
the patients. are sufficiently strengthened 
by ordinary sanatorium treatmént they 
enter into. the same manner of life and 
are invited to become colonists of the 
Place. 
in the same. way, arriving as broken 
invalids, who well might be pardoned for 
despairing of recovery. Over one hundred 
and sixty children have been born in the 
settlement or brought, into, it by eonsump- 
tive parents, bit not one of théim has 
shown traces of the disease. It is thought 
that repetition of small doses of infection 
‘has created immunity. The most hopeful 
aspect of the whole undertaking, perhaps, 
is the fact that the citizens of Papworth 
are economically independent. A _ typical 
family, which formerly cost the ratepayers 
£5 a week for maintenance in a place 
where it was a source of danger to 
neighbouring families, is planted in 
Papworth, where £600 is sufficient to 
build a cottage and to provide a start in 
employment. Now that fatcily pays its 
way, is relatively healthy and endangers 
nobody. The wage-earner contributes his 
labour to the village industries, which 
nave increased their annual turnover from 
.a few hundred pounds in 1918 to £54,000 
in 1928. What is done in one place could 
be done in many, and The Times reports 
that plans are being considered for the 
general extension of the idea. If the 
expense of relief work is capitalised, the 
results may be doubly satisfactory. 


Tea. 


Among the. minor results of the break 
between Russia and China is the dis- 
appearance of Chinese tea from Russian 
‘tables. The Russians are notorious lovers 
of tea. They have devised a mode of 
drinking the beverage with lemon juice in 
place of milk. In recent years the 
Russian mode has reached western coun- 
tries, and in hot wéather it has become 
popular. What will the Russian wife do 
when the Commissar returns from the 
Bureau of Statistics seeking refreshment? 
Will she offer him vodka to satisfy his 
ragged nerves? Domestic life, it must. be 
feared, already. sufficiently unsettled in 
Russia, .will. suffer a strain almost as 
severe as that of revolution. Tea, the 
most soothing oí drinks, has one serious 
charge to answer. It is reputed to be the 
great fomentor of gossip. The mortality 
of the battlefield is small. in comparison 
with the the daily slaughter of reputation 
at the: tea-table. Will conversation lose 
its malice when Russians cease to stir 
and sip? Tea is' not without literary 
fame. Poets sing of wine, but it is tea 
that they drink. Dr. Samuel Johnson 
declared that ‘brandy was the drink for 
heroes; but, by example, “ swallowing 
his tea in oceans,”’ he implied that tea 
was the drink for men of letters ana 
philosophy.. Omar on his strip of 
herbage, with a book of verse, a flask of 
wine and his beloved, might have 
preached a happier doctrine if, for the 
flask, he had taken a teapot and kindred 
appliances. Tea is known to statesman- 
ship as well as to literature. Queen Anne 
sometimes. counsel took and sometimes 
tea, as the poet tells us, rhyming the 
word in what still is an Irish fashion. 
“Dead with tea and dead without it,” 
says a Gaelic rhyme, made by someone, 
perhaps, who remembered his classics.

LADY NOBLE, 
Lady Noble, widow of Sir Andrew Noble, 


the famous armaments manufacturer, died at 
Bath yesterday in her 102nd year. Sir 
Andrew,.who.died in 1915, was Chairman of 
Sir W. G.' Atmbitréig, .Whitvorth ‘and Co, 
Ltd., for fifteen years. Lady Noble was 
antive and elert almost to the ‘end, and lost 
none of her interest in life. . She was. born 
on Easter Day, 1828. in Quebec: Her father 
was ‘Alexander Campbell, His Majesty's 
Notary for Lower Canada, and her mother 
came of a Scottish family, the Durhams, who 
were descended from the Strathmoree. 

The youth of the future Lady Noble was 
spent in Quebec, and in 1854 she was married 
to Captain Noble and sailed for England. In 
1858 her husband became Secretary of the 
Royal Artillery Institute, and while at Wool- 
wich he met Sir’ William Armstrong, whose 

stem of artillery had: just been adopted. 
Thi his meeting culminated-in Captain Noble's 
which he 


joining the firm at Elswick, of 
eventually became partner. 

While her. husband was in Newcastle Lady 
Noble returned to Canada. On her home- 
ward journey, in 1861, with her little 
daughter, their ship, the Canadian, struck an 
iceberg and sank in half an hour. They were 
rescued, with some three hundred others, by 
French ‘fishing boats; and were landed on a 
desolate part of Newfoundland. 

On the occasion of her hutidredth birthday 
she attended the Service of St. George’s 
Church, Jesmond, ‘and for. some time before 
the beginning of the Service the congregation 
had the pleasure oí hearing her play the 
organ. -A few days later Lady Noble enter- 
tained a large company ' of old people to 
dinner in a neighbouring hall to mark the 
occasion, and during the festival she walked 
roúnd the tables and made a short speech, 
expressing her pleasure at their presence. On 
her 101st birthday, in April last, she ~eceived 
a telegram of congratulation from the King 
and Queen. “Sir Andrew and Lady Noble 
celebrated their diamond wedding in 1914.

The death took place yesterday of Colonel 
Thomas John Rashleigh Lucas, M.B., ©.B., 
A.M.S8., late of 19 Bury: street, St. James’ 8, 
London. 

Born in. 1858, he was a’son of the late 
George Lucas, of Ballinadee House, Bandon, 
County Cork. He entered the Army “in 
1881, becoming a Lieutenapt-Colonel in 1901, 
and a Colonel in 1910. For his services in 
Egypt in 1882 he was mentioned in despatches 
and was awarded « medal with clasp, as 
well as the Khedive’s Star. He took part in 
the Soudan Expedition in 1884, was twice 
mentioned in despatches. and was awarded 
two clasps.

LEGISLATION IN: THE 
AUTUMN. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. W. Graham announced that levisla-: 
tion dealing with hours ot work and other 
factors in the coal industry would be 
introduced during the autumn session. 
He said that the Government had been in 
consultation with the Executive Committee 
of the Miners’ Federation, a sub-committee 
of the Executive Committee of the Mining 
Association, and a smaller body of: repre- 
sentative coalowners. As a result, the 
Government had informed the .-Miners’ 
Federation of their intention to introduce 
Jezislation. In the intervening months. 
he said, the Government would be in 
regular consultation with the Federation 
as to the terms of that legislation. The 
representative coal-owners, who were met 
on Monday, were informed that the 
Government desired the owners to develop 
an organisation «* district marketing 
arrangements and a central scheme for co- 
ordinating the activities of the district 
organisations. 

In the legislation to be introduced in 
the autumn. the Government «rould take 
powers to enable then: if necessary, to 
compel collieryv-owners to conform to the 
rules of a district org2nisation inaugurated 
with the approval of owners of collieries 
producing the majority of the outpnt of 
the district. The Government would also 
take power to enable them to initiate a 
scheme in any district which fails to con- 
stitute an ordanisation having the 
approval of the majority. and would take 
similar. powers to set up a central co- 
ordinating authority if one was not con- 
stituted voluntarily. The owners had also 
been invited to remain in constant con- 
sultation with the Government as to the 
terms of the legis'ation. 

Mr. Herriotts (Labour, Sedefield) asked 
whether the Government was in a position 
to say now whether the reduction of hours 
would be to “We hours prevailing prior to 
the Act of 1923. 

Mr. Grahani—Mvy str*ement indicated 
that the Government will be in close con- 
sultation with «he Miners’ Federation, 
and with the owners during the succeed- 
mg months. In view of these negotiations, 
Which must take all the factors of the 
industry into sccount, | could not say at 
the present moment what will be the 
precise terms of the legislation. 


QUESTION OF, HOURS. 


Mr. Herriotts asked whether the 
question of the reduction of hours would 
be contingent upon any of the other factors 
that had heen mentioned. 

Mr. Graham—I mast ask the House not 
to press me on matters of detail. 

Mr. Mardy Jones (Labour,  Ponty- 
pridd)—Is it not a fact that the Labour 
Party yave a definite pledge to reduce the 
hours of labour? Js it not time that we 
had a straight answer on the position ? 
(Laughter.) - 

Mr. Graham—I assure the House that 
all the facts are before tlie negotiating 
parties. | 

Mr. ‘Lloyd George (Liberal, Carnarvon 
Boroughs) asked whether any subsidy was 
involved, either from: the Government, or 
by means of a compulsory Jevy inside the 
trade itself, to meet the question of wages 
and hours. 

Mr. Graham— There can be no question 
of a general subsidy. The details of the 
feveral schemes must be left to the 
parties, but we shall be in constant con- 
Sultation, and the Government must 
approve of the schemes.

One’ of the most interesting discussions 
during to-day’s meetings was heard in he 
Psychology section, where Mr. E. Farmer. 
of the Industrial Fatigue Research 
Board; London, read his paper; “AA 


Psychological Study of Accident Prone- 


ness.”’ 

Reviewing his investigations on the 
Mr. Farmer said that the 
results showed that liability to sérious 
aceident in industry corresponded with 
liability to. minor accidents: Tlie ¢limina~ 
tion or diversion to other employment of 
those showing proneness to minor -acci- 
dents . diminished. losses and. increased 
eficiency. The liability to accidents was 
greater in the case of twelve-hour shi‘ts 
than in ten-hour shifts. Liability further 
varied with the temperature, as, for 
example, in coal mines. 

Dr. Myers emphasised the importance 
of dividing accidents into categories 
according to causation. He also stressed 


the relation between causes of accidents 


and causes of spoilt work. 


NATIONAL SURVEYS. 


BRITISH SYSTEM THE 
BEST. 


In the presidential address in the 
Geography section, Brigadier Jack dealt 
this morning with ‘*National Surveys.”’ 
foreign and British. In. his view. the 
functions of a national survey and the 
duties for which it should be responsible 
should be as follows :— 

1. The national survey should be the 

sole survey authority in the country. 
_ 2. It should be under one control in al! 
its operations, from the triangulation to 
the publication and sale.of the map; -and 
its Pevision. 

ó. It should be responsible for an 
accurate network of levels throughout the

4. It should produce, or control 
production ol, all cadastral maps. 

5. It should. produce,.,or: contro] the 
production of, a good topographical map 
of the whole country. 

6.'Maps used for Land Registry cr 
similar Government purposes should be 
the National Survey Maps, or directly 
based on them. 

7. All ‘maps’ produced by or under the 
eontrel of the National Survev should be 
reproduced and should be readily available 
to the public. 

8. Adequate: provision should be made 
for thé revision of all maps. 


PRACTIGE IN EUROPE. 


Reviewing the methods followed in 
various countries, he said that in Europe 
the practice seemed to be (1) to have two 
departments, one. responsible for topo- 
graphical, the other for cadastral work ; 
(2) in some. cases to have a third depart- 
ment responsible for levelling ; (3) to keep

up to date and publish topegraphical 
maps ; (4) with certain exceptiuns to fhain-.

THE. DISPUTE IN 
MALTA.

NO QUESTION OF FAITH OR 
MORALS. 


In a despatch trom Malta yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent says :—There is 
no real religious question in Malta. Even 
the keenest observer finds it difficult to dis- 
cover the real point at issue, as no question 
of faith or morals. is involved. There is no 
dispute about Church property, the educa- 
tional atmosphere is as Catholic as ever, and 
the Canon Law is the law of Malta in many 
matters, notably in the case of marriages. 
Even in appointing ecclesiastics to Govern- 
ment posts the Cabinet deferred to the ,Bis- 
hops’ wishes when trouble threatened. 

One can go further and record the dis- 
appointment of sensational newsmongers who 
have arrived in Malta expecting to find in- 
tense excitement, and have found instead no 
eutward signs of tension, while the churches 
are packed, as usual, with worshippers, in- 
cluding the disputants on both sides. 
In every public function here Church 
and State join hands; at any opening 
of a new school ‘playground or other public 
institution the parish priest, who invokes a 
blessing. sits side by side with the Cabinet 
Minister who declares the school or play- 
ground open. 

What, then, causes the present trouble? 
The cause is merely that politics and religion 
have, unfortunately, become mixed up, and 
those who, fish in muddy waters have availed 
themselves of this to make trouble. “The diff- 
‘culties between Church and State are not a 
recent factor. Setting aside what the leading 
ecclesiastical authority in Malta suffered as 
the result of the personal antipathy of one ou” 
‘more politicians since the grant of self-govern- 
ment in 1921. one may mention the trouble 
connected with Church property in 1923, and 
the heated law suits which arose out of it. In 
a small place like Malta avoidance of conflict 


can distinguish between a real religious con- 
troversy and a mere political disnute.

The Sub-Committee ided, after an ex- 
haustive inquiry, that Mr. Cook did sign a 
document, that when he did so he knew that 
the document would receive the consideration 
of the Government departments. In a letter 
of explanation to the Executive, which was 
included in the report, Mr. Cook stated that 
after much pressure he agreed to sign a 
statement containing certain proposals, on 
condition that the words—“ as a basis for dis- 
cussion ’’—were inserted. 

THE PLEDGE. 

The Executive’s report states—“ The ques- 
tion of hours is a difficult one, but we are 
confident that the pledge of the Labour party 
will be redeemed.”’ 

The pledge in question is inelúded for the 
first time officially in the report. It takes 
the form of a letter from the Secretary of the 
Party, dated April, 1929, in which he says :— 
“Undoubtedly it was agreed that in the first 
session of a Labour Government a bill would 
be introduced to reduce the working hours of 
the miners. All that is outstanding is a 
decision as to the form that bil] should take, 
and whether, for instance, it should be a 
simple repeal of the Tory Government’s Act, 
or should provide for seven-and-a-half hours 
from bank to bank.”’

FREE STATE. ASKED TO. 
LINK UP. “- 


On August 1 the Post Office will introduce 
a new telephone service of, ‘* personal calls,” 
which is designed to reduce to the minimum 


the irritation and finaneinl loss caused when’ 


a subscriber making a long distance call fails 
to get into touch with the-person-he 

For a small fee, varying-in’amount accordine 
to distance and the hour at which the persona 
call is made, the Post Office will search a 
town for the wanted person. If the Tele- 
phone Exchange fails to find him only the 
search fee will be charged. “If the search is 
successful and the call is duly completed then 
the subscriber will pav the usual trunk 
charges, plus the search fee, 

Mr. H. B. Lees Smith, the Postrfaster- 
General, announced the new. service in’ a 
written réply to Mr. Wellock in the House of 
Commons yesterday. He stated that the new 
facility will be introduced on the inland trunk 
and toll routes on August 1 next and in most 
of the Anglo-Continental telegraph services 
by agreement which has been reached with 
the foreign administrations concerned on 
October 1. 

The Postmaster-General’s statement can be 
supplemented with the following additional 
details :—The search will be limited to the 
locality of the town to which the call is 
directed. .The ‘‘personal charge’’ for this 
service wil] be inland service up to 150 miles, 
from 7 a.m. to 2 p.m. ls., from 2 p.m. to 
7 a.m. 6d.; 150 to 350 miles 1s. 6d., over 
350 miles 2s. 6d. 

Fifteen out of the twenty countries to which 
the Post Office has a telephone service have 
already definitely agreed to introduce the 
“ personal cail ” on October 1. - The Irish 
Free State has been asked to agree to the 
system on.the same basis as that proposed for 
the inland trunk service in England, but 
has not yet replied. 

Mr, Powell Jones; Secretary of the Tele- 
phone Development Association, told a Press 
Association reporter yesterday that some big 
industrial firms believed that this innovation 
would mean to them a saving of at least 26 
per cent. on their annual telephone account.

he commonest deficiency in humid regions 
‘was, of course, that of nitrogen, this bein 
‘the result of the ready solubility of the sui 
nitrates. Phosphate deficiency had serious 
effects on the quality of agricultural produce, 
and phosphate-starved grass was innutritious 
fot animals, inducing - phosphate-deficiency 
diseases “which had been much studied in 
South Africa. 

To iron deficiency had been traced persis- 
tent anemia in cattle. While no easily recog- 
nisable symptoms of such a deficiency had 
been observed. in the vegetation, it was 
readily revealed by an analysis of the ash. 

To manganese deficiency..liad been attri. 
buted a disease of oats, and to magnesium 
deficiency a chlorosis of tobageo. 

Potassium deficiency, usually “found with 
nitrogen excess, affected. the, malting quality 
of barley; potatoes. ‘suffered if. cookin 
quality, and sugar beet ~*~ only sintained 
less sugar, but yielded a mouse impure juice.

“The evening session of the British Associa- 
tion Was Géyoted toja public discussion on 
sciénee and industry, intended to serve, as 
Sir Thomas Holland observed in introducing 
the subject, the double purpose of keeping 
the large genera! public in touch with the 
objects of the Association and maintaining 
the-sense of proportion and relativity among 
workers in highly-specialised technical fields, 
who often found it difficult following not 
only another's résults, but even ~ the 
terminology. 

During the war. workers in pure. science 
were turned to practical account in factories. 
They were anxious to prevent the swing of 
the pendulum and ensure that the value of 
science was not overlooked in the relentless 
competition of peace. 


‘SCIENCE AND THE SAILOR. 

Mr. F. E. Smith took as his speciality the 
influence of pure scivnce ov “one of the 
oldest of the industries of the world—the 
mercantile marine.’ After reviewing what 
pure science had done for pavigation and 
for ship construction and métive power, he 
said that the mercantile marine called for 
more scientific help, morc knowledge of ship 
resistance; better, lighter, and more compact 
engines; and also for further. aids in naviga- 
tion in order to cope with fog and icefields. 
All the méthods tried hitherto for the de- 
tection of icebergs had provod unreliable. 
The day would come when the scientist 
would use excessively short wireless waves 
transmitted from the ship and reflected by 
the iceberg, and so received, making detec- 
tion a certainty. 

Sir Daniel Hall. dealt more particularly 
with the application of science: to agrcul- 
tural industry. In spite of advances, he said, 
the bulk of farming in the world was still 
carried on by processes involving immense 
expenditure of human labour, The food 
required by a population which had 
vastly increased during the last century. had 
been obtained by the old methods. If the 
population continued to increase those 
methods could not be indefinitely pursued. 


THE DISCONTENTED PEASANT, 

, The peasant was ceasing to be content with 
aliving yielded by continuous toil. Some 
approach to the induastrialisation of farming 
some means of ensuring a return for capital 
and. labour was becoming inevitable, but that 
was one of the large questions which had a 
way of getting settled without regard to the 
previsions of prophets. So svon as by fer- 
tilisers they increased the crop in a given 
area of land new difficulties arose, or old 
ones were intensified. 

Two of the main principles now guiding 
the economic plant-breeder were the produc- 
tion of varietiés respunsive to the rich con- 
ditions rendered possible by the use of 
fertilisers, and, on the other hand, of varieties 
economical of water. 

Sir Richard Gregory conttibuted an effec- 
tive formula to the discussion. “It is the 
aim of the scientific investigator to contribute 
to the increase of natural kpowledge, of the 
business inventor and engineer to recognise 
and apply the results achieved, of the 
artisan to employ his. skill in making them 
commercially profitable, of the community to 
see they are used to promote social welfare.’ 
OUTH AFRICA’S PROBLEM. 

Mr. Hofmeyr, in thanking’ the members of 
the Association who gave addresses at the 
City Hall, said that they were very fortunate 
in having the meeting of the British Associa. 
tion in fis country so that they could see 
how science Pc, nn industry. He was 
tbinking principally of the deveiopment of 
their primary industries—mining and agricul- 
iure. The supreme problem confronting 
South Africa was to make it carry a. larger 
population. That would lead to a solution 
of the native problem. It was the task of 
science io tackle the advancement of agri- 
culture, and in that way solve the problem of 
making South Africa capable of taking a 
larger population.

WICKLOW BODY IN DESPAIR. 


Faced with a bill for £2,000 for the repairs

A vote of thanks was passed to Professor 
Drew, on the motion of Mr. McKenna, 
seconded by Mr. R. Duffy. 

Professor Drew, in reply, said that the 
fact that so many farmers from County 
Meath visited the College was not in itself 
indicative of any great agricultural problem 
confronting them. He was, however, aware 
that they were passing through very difficult 
times, account of the poor prices of beef 
compared with the prices paid last spring, 
The prices for heavy cattle seemed to have 
dropped very much. The seven years old 
bullock, which was in great demand during 
‘the ’70’s of the last century, had long since 
disappeared. The four years old had gone 
since 1920, and the three years old was 
now fast disappearing, the demand being 
for a small carcase of g quality meat. 
There was much difficulty in proveang tis 
class of animal. Good results were being 
obtained as a result of legislation. 

The feeding problem was a sérious one, 
because the price of feedfhg stuffs was out 
of all proportion to the price of the best 
beef. The only solution of the difficulty was 
to increase tillage. The new oat, bred at 
the College, would solve the problem as far 
as cereals were concerned. Experimental 
work was also being done as regards silage, 
to replace costly root crops.

BREEDERS’ UPHILL FIGHT. 


A “ talk”’ on the Dublin Horse Show, 
by Mr. Edward Bohane, Director of the 
Royal Dublin Society, was broadcast from 
the studio of the Dublin “Broadcasting 
Station last night, 

Mr. Bohanc referred to the work of the 
Society and gave. a short account of the 
first Show, which was held in 1864. A 
chronicler of the period, describing the 
stone wall jump, wrote: “ The wall was 
five foot ten inches in cold blood, off wet 
sawdust in a crowded courtyard.”’ 

For some years after the Show was 
established members ‘claimed the right to 
enter the judging rings, but this caused 
so much confusion that the practice had 
to be abolished by resolution of the 
Society in1873. 

When the Society acquired some land 
at Ballsbridge in 1879 for the holding of 
the Shows much dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed on account of its distance from 
the city. “Just fancy going to Balls. 
bridge—out in the country. The Council 
and Committee must be mad,” was the 
comment of a Jocal newspaper. 

At the end of the Great War, added 
Mr. Bohane, the Dublin Horse Show 
Committee hdd tó fate a position which 
even threatened the very existence of this 
institution. associated with Irish horse- 
breeding. The self-propelled vehicle had 
gradually pushed the horse out of many 
walks of life, and the commandeering by 
the Government for war purposes of that 
half-bred mare which never knew defeat 
when harnessed to the guns, had resulted 
in a disinclination to again attempt to 
breed the hunter. The uphill task of 
making good had been a heavy one ; but, 
with the ever-growing possibilities of a 
good market, provided the quality was 
satisfactory, Irish breeders, great and 
small, have gradually overcome insuper- 
able difficulties and to-day were com- 
mencing to reap the reward for their 
labours during a very lean time.

DEFECTS IN THE BREMEN. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 
The Bremen’s maiden trip has revealed two 
defects in what erwise is said to be a 
perfect ship. The low squat funnels, which 
are such a distinctive feature of the liner, 
will probably be altered when the ship is 
overhauled at Bremenhaven next month. 
During the voyage the smoke from the two 
huge funnels sometimes poured over their 
sides on to the decks, causing dissatisfaction 
among the officials and ets alike. It 
is probable, therefore, that the smoke-stacks 
will be raised. ftom eight to twelve feet, above 
their présent height. Should the higher stack 
destroy the swilteelean lines of the Bremen, 
the funnels may be enlarged until they are 
oncé more in their present proportion. 
Structural changes will also have to be 
made in the stern to avoid the vibration, 
which was unpleasantly noticeable at times 
during the record-breaking voyage.

OLDEST SKELETON IN 
IRELAND.

PORTUMNA FIND, 

A skeleton, in perfect condition, recently 
found fourteen feet under the turf in Stoney 
Island Bog, hear Portumna, may throw a new 
light upon the history of the inhabitants of 
ancient Ireland. On a reasonable estimate it 
cannot be less than twelve thousand years old, 
and may well be twenty thousand years. 

Recently a Stoney Island man was cutting 
peat in the ancient beg, most of which is cut 
away. Béneath fourteen feet of turf or peat 
lay a bed of soft marl, On this, with arms 
outstvetched, lay the skeleton of a man of 
,about fifty years of age. The skeleton was in 
a perfect state of preservation, and was 5ft. 
lin, in height. For a time the natives thought 
they had come upon the scene of a tragedy, 
that some man had been drowned in the 
waters of Lough. Derg, or that some foul deed 
had been committed in this lonély waste of 
bog. The matter was reported to the Civic 
Guards, but the Coroner deemed an inquest 
unnecessary, and the opinion was expressed 
that the skeleton was about. two hundred 
years old. 

An official of the Ordnance Survey who 
examined the skeleton found that the supra- 
orbital ridges were very prominent, the lower 
jaw massive, and the tibiac or shin bones, 
almost quite flat. In fact, they were like a 
sword-blade. The skeleton was that of a 
man small in stature, very strong and beetle- 
browed, with a good brain capacity, The

SOME LIVELY SCENES.

WESTMINST HK, Tuesday. 

Labour members turned np in great force in 
the House of Commons this ene Doe 
to hear a declaration of policy on f of 
the rie pe á in relation to mining bours, 
but Mr. G , the President of the Board 
of Trade, was satisfied with a very brief 
announcement. That legislation dealing with 
miners’ hours, he said, would be introduced 
in the autumn. The Miners’ Federation had 
been informed of the steps which the Govern- 
ment proposed to take, and during the inter- 
vening months the Government would con- 
sult the Federation on the terms ‘of the pro- 

legislation. Questions from the Labour 
enches could not induce Mr. Graham to say 
anything more definite, particularly as to a 
return to the seven-hours day, so that the 
compromise said to have been reached with 
the Federation is still a matter for doubt. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, Lord Privy Seal, reply- 
ing to Sir G. Penny, said that the Ministry 
of Health had recently drawn the attention 
of local authorities to the necessity of initat. 
ing schemes for water supplies in advance of 
requirements, and such schemes would be sub- 
ject to the appropriate unemployment grant. 

Very little time was occupied with the 
remaining stage of the Development (Loan 
Guarantees and Grants) Bill, which was 
duly read a third time. 

POOR LAW AFFAIRS. 

A much more contentious topic was raiscd 
by Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in moving a 
Ex to the King to annul the order which 

ad been issued, putting an end to the ap- 
pointed Guardians at West Ham, Bedwelty, 
and Chester-le-Street, nominated by the ex- 
Minister of Health, and proposing to put 
in their place other appointed Guardians, 
pending the Coming into force of the Local 
Government Act in April of next year, when 
the duties of Boards of Guardians will be 
takerr over by Jarger loca) authorities. 

Mr. ‘Chamberlain said’ that it had not 
been his intention to continue the appointed 
Guardians at Chester-le-Street and Bedwelty, 
but in the case of the West Ham Union the 
situation was different. He failed to un- 
derstand the object of the Government in 
making the proposed change at this moment. 
The Guardians would only be able to func- 
tion for a few months, and he refused to 
believe that the administration of the Pwour 
Law wotild benefit as a result. It was a 
political move, in order to satisfy whe tore 
extreme supporters of the right hon. gent!e- 
man. The appointed Guardians at West 
Ham had performed most useful work. Pro- 
ceéding, r. Chamberlain said that his 
object was not to destroy, but to save Jocal 
government from the policy of what was 
known as Poplarism, which really en- 
couraged pauperism at the expense of the 
rates. 

LIVELY EXCHANGES. 

Lady Astor created a series of scenes with 
Labour members by saying “ that the one 
thing which would bring democracy down 
was corruption,”’ and there was corruption 
at West Ham before Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain intervened. 

Miss Susan Lawrence asked for instances, 
and, setting no reply, told Lady Astor that 
She should withdraw. 

Lady Astor, however, refused to withdraw, 
and continued her speech amid a running fire 
of interruptions from the other side of the 
House. She angered Mr. Lansbury by quot- 
ing him as having said that he was in favour 
of forced labour. She also called forth a 
protest from the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who, she asserted, had in 1924 said that he 
“was not prepared to introduce widows’ 

. Jack Jones, who followed, remarked 
that Lady Astor ‘probably knew something 
about corruption, seeing that she came from 
America; and when it came to a question of 
corruption it should be borne in mind that 
M.P.’s gave thousands of pounds away to 
make sure of their seats at the next election.”’ 
“I am not drunk,” he said, in reply to an 
observation by Lady Astor which was not 
heard in the gallery, “and J tell you it is a 
dirty lie.’’ 

The Deputy-Speaker said that he could not 
permit language of that kind. 

Mr. Jones—I resent these sort of insults 
from the noble lady. When she does not 
speak to me she talks under her breath— 
(laughter)—and [ would like to know what 
she says. 

The Déeputy-Speaker said that he was there 
to keep order, and he asked Lady Astor to 
restrain herself. 

Lady Astor—I really very much resent that. 
_ The Deputy-Speaker—The noble lady has 
interrupted again and again. 2 

Mr. Jonee—It is a common thing for the 
noble lady, when I am speaking, to talk about 
drunkenness under her breath. I will tell 
her to her teeth that I am a better man drunk 
than she is sober. (Loud laughter.) 

A BIBLICAL EXPRESSION. 

The Rev. R. M. K. Edward intervened to 
remind the Speaker that the expression used 
by Mr. Jones, ‘‘ A dirty liar,” had not been 
withdrawn, 

Mr. Jones—In order to meet the opinion of 
my right rev. friend, I will withdraw the 
“dirty liar,’’ although it is quite Biblical. 
(Laughter.) 

Sir Kingsley Wood spoke in support of the 
prayer, and was repeatedly interrupted hy 
Mr. Wilt Thorne; who was called to order by 
the Spenker with the observation that, as an 
old. member of the House, he was setting a 
bad example. 

Mr. Thome. however, was unable to 
restrain himself, and then the Speaker told 
him that, if he interrupted again, he would 
ask him to leave. 

Mr. Thorne—I'll go outside, and then I 
shant interrupt him. But I know what I'd 
like to call him. (Laughter.)

WAR WEAPONS. 


A SEMI-AUTOMATIC 
RIELE,

From Ovcr Own CoBRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

A series of tests which may have a pro- 
found effect on the fire, power and orgamisa- 
tion of the infantry and cavalry of the 
American Army are being conducted at 
Aberdeen grounds and Fort Meade, Mary- 
land, military posts. One of the tests hus 
been ordered for the p e of determining 
the practicability of substituting a semi- 
automatic shoulder rifle for the .30 calibre 
service rifle, with which the infantrymen 
and cavalrymen are now armed. Army 
officers conducting another test are inquir- 
ing into the merits of the latest model 
Christie three-man tank. 

A Board, headed by Brigadier-General 
George 8. Simonds, of the General Staff, 
are conducting the semi-automatic rifle ex- 
periments. Six rifles, all of a smaller calibre 
than the present service rifle, have been 
entered by private organisations and the 
Ordnance Department for the tests. Follow- 
ing extensive firing of the weapons, the 
Board will report as to the practicability of 
using we Ag of these rifles as the regular 
‘* Doughboy ” weapon. 

DOUBLING THE FIRE POWER. 

Ordnance officials assert that the new semi- 
automatic weapons will virtually double the 
fire power of infantry units. As the ammuni- 
tion is smaller, it wil! be possible for the 
individual soldier to carry about 100 more 
rounds of ammunition than if he were armed 
with the present Springfield. Army expert: 
expect to find that the striking power of 
the semi-automatic rifles will be about as 
great as that of the service weapon up to 
1,000 yards. The new rifles load automatic. 
ally, but the trigger must be pulled for each 


shot. 
THE CHRISTIE TANK. 

The Christie tank is amazing army officers 
by its speed over rough going, and its easy 
riding qualities. Above forty miles an hour 
was made across country, and close to 
seventy miles over hard roads. The vehicle 
is @ combined track-laying and wheeled 
machine, It uses a track somewhat similar 
to that used by tractors over rough going, 
and rubber wheels over good roads. 

The present tests are being conducted by 
cavalry officers to determine the advisability 
of er the Christie machine as an 
armoured car. .QOne drawback to the 
vehicle lies in its weight. The present 
machine weighs slightly more than 84 tons. 
Protected by armour thick enough to sto 
amour-piercing .30 calibre bullets, and fitt 
with ammunition storage facilities. and other- 
wise converted into a war machine, would 
run its weight up to eleven tons.

AEROPLANES HELP 
FIGHT FLAMES.

SOVIET AND GREAT 
BRITAIN. 


ENVOY TO BE SENT TO 
LONDON, 
From Revrer’s CORREsPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Tuesday. 

A Soviet Note signed by Karakhan, 
Vice-Commissar for Foreign Affairs, was 
handed to M. Danielsen, the Norwegian 
Chargé d’ Affaires, this evening. The Note 
states that the Soviet Government has 
instructed  Dovgalevsky, the Soviet 
Ambassador in Paris, te go to London to 
enter into negotiations with the British 
Government. 

Acknowledging the receipt of M. Daniel- 
sen 's Note of July 17th advising the Soviet 
of the British Government's readiness to 
re-establish diplomatic relations with the 
Soviet Government, the Soviet Note, signed 
by Karakhan proceeds: “The Govern- 
ment of the U.S.S.R. takes cognisance of 
the statement of the Government of Great 
Britain tc the effect that it is prepared to 
restore diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and the U.S.8.R.. which had been 
severed neither by the fault nor desire 
of the Union Government. The Govern- 
ment of the U.S.S.R. greets this in the 
interest of both countries anc in the cause 
of peace. 

“The Government of the U.S.S.R. 
believes that it is necessary to establish 
a durable agreement on controversial ques- 
tions in the shortest possible time, and is 
of the opinion that such durable agree- 
ment is possible of achievement only 
through eoual treatment for both sides 
and by the maintenance of mutual dignity 
and respect. 

“The Union Government accepts the 
rights and obligations of States in the 
diplomatic relations between them as long 
as the Government of Great Britain accepts 
these rights and obligations. 

“Understanding that the Note of the 
Government of Great Britain merely pro- 
poses a: preliminary exchange of views 
solely on the question of procedure, and 
the subsequent discussion of controversial 
questions and not their substance, and 
believing that such negotiations on pro- 
cedure may be concluded within a very 
short time. the Government of the U.S.8.R. 
instructs Dovgalevsky, the U.8.S.R. Am- 
bassador in France, to go to London for 
this purpose.”

person not identified.

In a low scoring match in Gollege Park
